Each tire, including the spare (if provided), should be checked monthly when cold 
and inflated to the inflation pressure recommended by the vehicle manufacturer on 
the vehicle placard or tire inflation pressure label (tire and load information label). 
(If your vehicle has tires of a different size than the size indicated on the vehicle 
placard or tire inflation pressure label [tire and load information label], you should 
determine the proper tire inflation pressure for those tires.) 

As an added safety feature, your vehicle has been equipped with a tire pressure 
monitoring system (TPMS-tire pressure warning system) that illuminates a low tire 
pressure telltale (tire pressure warning light) when one or more of your tires is sig¬ 
nificantly under-inflated. Accordingly, when the low tire pressure telltale (tire pres¬ 
sure warning light) illuminates, you should stop and check your tires as soon as 
possible, and inflate them to the proper pressure. Driving on a significantly under- 
inflated tire causes the tire to overheat and can lead to tire failure.

If the engine will not start even though correct starting procedures are 
being followed い R 133), consider each of the following points. 

n The engine will not start even if you are carrying the correct elec¬ 
tronic key 

One of the following may be the cause of the problem. 

1 There may not be sufticient fuel in the vehicle's tank. 

Add fuel to the vehicle. 

1 The engine may be flooded. 

Try to restart the engine once more following correct starting 
procedures. い P.133) 

1 There may be a malfunction in the immobilizer system. (^R 84) 

n The starter motor turns over slowly, the interior lights and head¬ 
lights are dim, or the horn does not sound or sounds at a low vol¬ 
ume 

One of the following may be the cause of the problem. 

1 The 12 volt battery may be discharged. い R 548) 

1 The 12 volt battery terminal connections may be loose or corroded. 

n The starter motor does not turn over, the interior lights and head¬ 
lights do not turn on, or the horn does not sound 

One of the following may be the cause of the problem. 

1 One or both of the 12 volt battery terminals may be disconnected. 

1 The 12 volt battery may be discharged. (^R 548) 

Contact your Lexus dealer if the problem cannot be repaired, or if 
repair procedures are unknown.

n To prevent an accident or injury when inspecting under the hood of your vehicle 

1 If steam is seen coming from under the food, do not open the food until the steam 
has subsided. The engine compartment may be very hot, causing serious injury 
such as burns. 

1 Keep hands and clothing away from the fan and engine drive belt while the 
engine is running. 

1 Do not loosen the radiator cap while the engine and radiator are hot. 

Serious injury, such as burns, may result from hot coolant and steam released 
under pressure.
